This Office Action is responsive to the applicants' amendment filed on April 28, 2005. 

Claims 1 1-24 have been added. Thus, claims 1-24 are pending in this application. 

Applicants' cooperation in correcting the informalities in the specification is appreciated. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: as pointed out by 
applicant on page 10 in applicants' amendment, the cited references does not teach the advantage 
of the claimed combination including a lower casing is hermetically joined to an outer wall; the 
outer wall being a concentric with an inner cylindrical wall; the inner cylindrical wall located 
under the rotor casing and having a center axis substantially in a vertical direction wherein the 
working gas containing the oil being guided into clearance between the inner wall and the outer 
wall to separate the oil from the working gas.
